Security Council Asks Col. Leary 
For Demilitarized Zone Report 


UNITED NATIONS, Saturday (Reuter).—The Security 
Council has called for à report from the U.N. Acting 
Chief of Staff in Palestine on conditions in the demili- 
tarized zone between the Jordan and Israel sectors in 


Jerusalem. 

The Council spent all day 
yesterday hearing Jordan and 
Israel charges of violations of 
the Armistice Agreement and 
debating what action to take. 

General Carlos Romulo of 
the Philippines suggested ask- 
ing for a report from the 


Truce Supervision Organisa- 


tion Chief. Colonel Byron 

Other delegates, in- 
cluding Americas Mr. Cabot 
Lodge and Britain's Sir Pier- 
son Dixon, supported the idea 
which was adopted without a 
formal vote. 

Colonel Leary will be asked 
to report on Jordan's coin- 
plaint of Israel soil prepara- 
tion work in the area within 
two weeks. No limit was set 
for another report in response 
to Israels complaint of Jor- 
dan violations in the area.

He was not able to use 
tyranny since there no longer 
were any opposition classes. 

The situation is the same 
with the Yugoslav leaders’ 
theories concerning “autono- 
my.” In the clash with Stalin. 
they had to “rectify” his “de- 
viations” and do something 
so that the state would soon 
begin to “wither away.” It 
did not matter to Stalin or 
to them that they were fur- 
ther promoting and strength. 
ening that function of the 
state — force — which for 
them was the most import- 
ant function and one on 
which they based their the- 
ory of the state. 


Stalin's ideas on how the 
State withers away while 
growing stronger, Le., the way 
that the states functions 
continually expand and draw 
an ever increasing number of 
citizens into themselves, is 
extremely interesting. Per. 
— the ever greater and 
expanding role of the state 
machine, despite the already
